Ou July 7, in the prefectorial city 
of Iluchowfu, in the province of 
Kwangsi, South China, three men, ac- 
cused of crime, says the Christian 


Hcrald, were stripped half naked, 
jthen dragged along the narrow 
| streets, through the city gate to a

they were thrown into burning pits,

bullets and then covered with earth 
| The crime charged against them was 
the murder of four soldiers, who the 
officials assert were suppressing 
gambling in the country districts when 
they were killed by a mcb, The report 
ent among the peop!e was that 
e soldiers became involved in a 
quarrel, and three xf them were kill- 
ed in the melee tlat followed. After 
the execution orders were issued that 
the entire village be destroyed. Sold- 
iers were sent fror. house to house 
arrested as many men as they 
could find, and then set fire to the 
| village. The prisoners were brought 
| to the city for punishment, and nine 
| of them were led outside the city wall 
and shot on the execution ground 

That this is an isolated case of 
cruelty we are glad to believe, for it 
in the name of law the Chinese of-

tion on intensive farming and similar 


subjects. 

Dr. Creelman declared that at the 
present time there is a drought in 
Australia, and that this may be as 
bad, or worse, than the memorable 
drought in 1902. Australian farmers 


are thrifty, however, and will be able 
weather a bad season. 

In Japan and China Dr. Creelman 
saw intensive farming practised to 
the greatest possible degree of per 
fection. Manual labor is cheaper 
there than the purchase or employ 
|ment of agricultural machinery 
Japanese and Chinese farmers con- 
|} serve every foot of ground, use every 
drop of water and create and develop 
farms which are virtually gardens, 
bringing them to a high state of pro 
auction Dr. Creelman'’s report will
